Consider Jury Tampering Charge 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Dee. 25.— 
(P)—The prosecution and defense of 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann in bis trial 
for the Lindbergh kidnap-murder will 
determine at separate conferences to- 
morrow whether charges of jury tam- 
pering are sufficiently grave to war- 
rant deniands for a new panel of 
talesmen. 

Attorney-General David T. Wilentz 
and his associates will meet at Tren- 
ton and Edward J. Reilly, of Brook- 
lyn, Hauptmann’s chief defense coun- 
sel, will confer at Flemington with 
the other defense attorneys. 

The possibility of discharge of the 

resent jury panel of 150 citizens of 

unterdon county arose when An- 
thony M. Hauck Jr., county prosecu- 
tor, disclosed that pamphlets recount- 
ing the purported acquittal of a de- 
fendant charged with a similar crime 
had been mailed to members of the 
panel. : 

The disclosure by Hauck, causing 
C. Lloyd Fisher, of Flemington, as- 
sociate defense counsel, to charge 
Hauck’s motive was to jeopardize 
Hauptmann’s defense, may necessi- 
tate a delay of more than a month 
while the legal requirements for se- 
lection of a new panel are met. The 


trial now is set for January 2. 

The defense attorneys have urged 
Justice Thomas W. Tréenchard, who 
will preside at the trial, to conduct a 
joint conference with state’s lawyers 
to determine whether a new panel is 
necessary.

incomparable: assets of the United 
States. 

Other nations are noted either 
for their minerals, their flora and 
fauna, their climatic advantages or 
their navigable or water power 
streams. No other» country than 
the United States _ possesses in 
abundance all of these natural ad- 
vantages. Either generally or in 
$ome area in the country there 
exists in unlimited quantity and of 
unsurpassed fineness every product 
or natural advantage to be found 
anywhere in the world. ’ 

The world’s greatest deposits of 
coal and iron ore are to be found 
in America; our marbles, granites 
and clays equal those to be found 
on any other continent; our forests 
and agricultural products have no 
superiors; we have more navigable 
streams than any other nation and 
have unlimited opportunity for the 
development of water power. No 
other nation has as great a range 
of climate, including the bleak win- 
ter weather of northern New Eng- 
land and the northwéstern states 
and the salubrious winters of Flor- 
ida and southern California. No- 
where else are the soils so produc- 
tive. 

Heretofore America has largely 
neglected this tremendous natural 
wealth in so far as a planned pro- 
gram of development is concerned. 
The great forests that covered 
North America when the white man 
first came have been ruthlessly de- 
stroyed, as in the case of Georgia, 
resulting in the drying up of thou- 
sands of water courses. Huge areas 
of tillable soil have disappeared 
from erosion that could easily have 
been prevented. 

As a result of lack of foresight 
and proper planning large areas un- 
suited to farming are occupied by 
farming families while other areas 
with rich agricultural opportunities 
have been permitted to lie idle. We 
have sought to use land for one 
purpose when it could have been 
better used for another. 

The national resources board ex- 
presses the opinion that the plan 
it advances in general terms would 
lead to ‘‘the broad distribution of 
human welfare at which our na- 
tional policy aims.”

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Stanford's Butterfly Defense 
Is a Daffy One 


PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 25.—On one of the verandas of 
the Huntington hotel there is always sunshine, and so it was 
there, while looking.on at the mass of flowers and oranges 
and wishing a cool Christmas Day breeze might blow, that a 
couple of butterflies came dancing along in the sun. 

And what has that got to do with the Rose Bowl game? 
Nothing at all except that it calls to: mind the defense which 
the Stanfords employ, the butterfly defense. 


I do not think any of the teams in our town 
have ever employed the butterly defense. Although 

at that I have heard some of them wish they could 

equip their ends with butterfly nets when they go down 

to tackle some of the smart kick receivers. And once I 

heard a coach say the only way his ends could halt a 

running game was to dig pits in front of them. 

But this is the butterfly defense: The two tackles play 
back on defense, back about three yards. And they flutter 
about, if you: get what I mean, especially the fellow who is on 
the strong side. 

None of the Stanfords looks like a butterfly. Be- 
cause I have just delved into the statistics and find that 

27 members of the Stanford team are six feet or more 

tall. And that 17 of the squad weigh 195 pounds or 

more each. They think they have the two best ends 

in football, the greatest blocking back in Bones Hamil- 

ton and the best ball carrier in Bob Grayson. They 

also credit this same Bones Hamilton with more than 
passing ability in football. 

These are not pleasant things on which to think on a sunny 
Christmas Day. But then they are true things. 


AND WHAT.A BUTTERFLY. 
And what an amazing sight this butterfly defense is to see! 
It really leaves but four men on the line of scrim- 

mage. Just four. Because the center drops back a 

bit and floats. 

Even you and I can figure out that with the tackles and 
center back only the two ends and the guards are left. It looks 
something like this, with the offense lined against it; only the 
lines being diagrammed:

The two ends and guards are on the line, the center is back 
just a bit and loose,so to speak. Behind them, of course, are 
the defensive backfield men. When the offense is using an 
unbalanced line, instead of balanced as diagramed, the offense’ 
merely shifts. 

The value of this is that it makes it almost impos- 
"gible to block out the tackles. The tackles ar _back 
there and can’t be blocked out in normal faghionsThey, 
plus the loose center, close in on any line play.“’Where 

a blocker follows the ranner through on a line play 

he is usually slowed up by the center so the tackles can 

come in and get the ball. 

It also gives the defense an extra man back there on for- 
ward passes, especially the short ones. 

This is the defense which Pop Warner designed to 
use against the Notre Dame type of offense.

‘UNFORM TEXTBOOKS 
FAVORED BY MARSHALL 


Macon County Legislator To 
Seek Change in 
System. 


By the Associated Press. 

If a bill providing for free school- 
books for Georgia school children fails 
to pass the next Georgia legislature, 
Representative-elect A. A. Marshall, 
of Macon (Montezuma) county, plans 
to introduce a bill calling for uniform 
system of textbooks throughout the 
state. 

Marshall, who will be a new legis- 
lator at the 1935 session, said that 
he opposed the frequent change of 
various districts. 
Poor children, he said, could not hope 
to buy new books every time systems 
changed. 

Although he expects fhe question 
of a new state constitufion to be one 
of the leading ones in the legislative 
session, he is opposed to any changes. 
He said he considered the present con- 
stitution “freely amendable.” 


Four-Year Term. 


He favors four-year terms for state 
officers, creation of the office of lieu- 
tenant governor, ratification of the 
order for $3 automobile license tags 
and diversion of $2,000,000 in highway 
funds for common schools and Con- 
federate veterans’ pensions. 

Marshall said he thinks the legisla- 
ture “should leave prohibition in ef- 
fect in Georgia just as it is,” but 
believes the people should be allowed 
to vote on any question if they wish. 

a We Wrench, editor of the Charl- 
ton County Herald and representa- 
tive-elect in the next legislature, said 
he favored a plan for the state to 
grant privilege of licensing beer, but 
“would not vote to bring whisky back 
to Georgia.”

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At one table the final contract was 
five clubs by South with no adverse 
bidding.

Now what is declarer's best 
line of play? This question has been 
submitted to a number of expert play- 
ers and opinion is closely divided 
among the varions possibilities. 

It is evident that declarer has two 
problems to face: first, how to develop 
11 tricks, and second, how to take out 


ate loss of two diamond tricks and one 
other trick. The dificulty. of the play 
arises not from a poverty of resources 
but on the contrary from an embar- 
rassing choice among riches. . 

Declarer counts six trump tricks, 
two hearts and the spade ace. He 
must find two additional tricks some- 
where. There is a possibility of win- 
ning a third heart trick if West has 
led away from the heart queen; of de- 
veloping one or two diamond tricks; 
of winning an additional high card 
spade trick by a finesse in either di- 
rection; of winning one or more addi- 
tional long spades by setting up the 
entire suit. 

What stands in the way of develop- 
ing all these resoures in order? Why 
shouldn’t declarer accept the heart 
finesse at once, playing small from 
the dummy on the first trick? To this 
play there’s the obvious objection that 
if East holds the heart queen he will 
on captauring the lead immediately 
return a*diamond and force upon the 
declarer the very unpleasant guess 
in the diamond suit. All the instincts 
of a good player are to defer the ne- 
cessity for making this guess until the 
last possible moment. 

e same aversion for a diamond 
lerd through the king-jack discourages 
any plan involving taking a spade 
finesse toward East. 

But if the heart finesse is to be 
abandoned, then the declarer . must 
win a& minimum of three tricks in 
spades and diamonds combined. There 
ig some prospect of establishing the 
spade suit by cashing the ace and lead- 
ing the queen through East with the 
intention of discarding if East does 
not play the king. But the attack 
on dummy’s hearts initiated by the 
opening lead promises to kill the bulk 
of the spade suit if the spade king is 
held by West. If declarer refuses the 
heart finesse and voluntarily gives up 
a trick to the spade king he will have 
to win a diamond in order to establish 
enough -tricks—and there he is right 
back at the distasteful necessity of 
opening the diamond suit himself. 

Let us tabulate the possible. plans 


Frist plan: Accept the heart finesse 
at Trick 1 and if it loses trust to a 
right guess and a good break on a 
diamond return by East. 

Second plan: Win Trick 1: eash 
spade ace; lead spade queen, and dis- 
card a diamond if East does not play 
the king; if West wins with the spade 
king and returns -a heart, decide 
whether to accept the heart finesse 
now or.to play ‘for a second spade 
trick through +finding the adverse 
spades split 3-3 and for the develop- 
ment of a diamond trick through a 
lead - to the king-jack. In this plan 
it probably will be best to cash the 
trump jack to unlock, immediately aft- 
er winning Trick 1. 

Third plan: Win Trick 1 in dum. 
my and immediately lead a diamond 
in the hope of knocking out the ace 
by the finesse of the jack. This plan 
is not quite so wild as it seems inas:- 
much as declarer is in no fear of a 
diamond return hy West should the 
finesse of the diamond jack lose to 
the queen, 

Fourth plan: Win Trick I; cash 
the spade.ace: ruff a spade; return 
to dummy with the trump jack: ruff 
another spade—and now, if the spades 
break 3-3 and the trumps break no 
worse than 4-2, run the remaining 
spades and make a slam.

‘The sticks 
are small and handy to carry. 

There are several good ones, and 
they are, of course, not at.all expen- 
sive. They feel good on the lips, be-

oily. I can telly you’of a couple of 
especially good ones, I always. have 
one on hand. On long motor trips 
they are practically indispensable. 
The pomade, remember, is a protec- 
tion against chapped lips. If you 
haven’t used one and want to cure

President Roosevelt is expected by 
congressional leaders to deliver per- 
sonally his first message to congress, 
designed to guide the legislators on 
the administration’s program. 

Seventy-six new house and 13 new 
senate democrats, who ran on plat- 
forms based on the “New Deaf” would 
be in the president’s audience, Some 
of them campaigned on propositions 
considered by administration follow- 
ers as more liberal than the presi- 
dent’s program. 

Many of the new solons favor leg- 
islation calling for a redistribution of 
wealth through heavier income and 
inheritance taxes and outlays to re- 
lieve the unemployed and aged 

Among the biggest problems con- 
fronting the administration are con- 
tinuation of the NRA, the federal re- 
lief organization, and the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, all of which 
expire during the next six months un- 
less continued by congress. 

In addition, there are nearly 60 
appointments, made by the president 
since congress adjourned, which must 
be submitted for confirmation by the 
senate. Also thére is the president’s 
proposal for the fatification of the 
St. Lawrence waterway treaty with 
Canada. 

While the democratic leadership in 
the senate will remain the same, Mr. 
Roosevelt will have new chieftains in 
the house to handle his propositions. 
Representative Joseph W. Byrns, of 
Tennessee, is slated to bes the next 
speaker. Representative William B. 
Bankhead, of Alabama, is a. leading 
candidate ‘for democratic Geet leader. 

Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, is 
to be retained as democratic floor 
leader in the senate.
